RUSSIA ‘AND MANCHURIA. 


——— 

While we are waiting and watching for 
something to happen between: Russia and 
Japan, it may not bé without interest to go 
back ovet the past three weeks and detail the 


reasons why, when the 8th of October came |: 


round it not only found Russia calmly 
established in Manchuria, but China’s former 
sanction of ber being there still withheld. 
With the broad fact that, but for Japan’s 
intervention, Russia’s demands would have 
been signed the world at large is tolerably 
well acquainted, but the following letter from 
a Chinese friend in the capital, to our Tien- 
tsin correspondent, throws.a side-light on to 
the situation. When Russia’s demands were 


[first handed in, | Prince Ching and the 


‘* Eunuch’ Li held many "secret conferences, 
and finally agreed that’ they .would accept 
them, though they recognised the probability 
of the Powers objecting to this, ‘They, 
therefore, appealed to Chang Chi-tung to 
try and work the oracle by getting the Japa- 
nese Minister to regard: Russia's position in'a 
friendly spirit believing that, with the Japa- 
nesé won over, there would ‘be little’to fear 
from the others. At the firstinterview between 
Chang Chi-tung and the Japanese Minister, 
the latter pointed out that all the demands 
were of an exceedingly: important nature, 
and to illustrate this he would show the full 
significance of the one which Viceroy Chang 
admitted was the least vital, namely, the 
clause demanding the right to establish 
He pointed out that, by means 
of this seemingly innocent and reasonable |: 
demand, the Russians would have the power 
to drive out all Chinese, and perhaps other | 
foreigners too, from any givein spot which 
they might choose to declare infected. Such 
a stipulation not only. abolished the 
sovercignty of China in Manchuria, but was 
calculated to do boundless injury to trade 
and international interests.- If the Chinese 
Government chose te consider this an in- 
significant detail it was useless for him, the 
Minister, to illustrate _the position further. 
The following day, rith of the 8th Moon, 
or October 1st, during the usual business 
transactions within’ the Court, Chu Hung 
chi (a member of . the Grand Council) 
went in to the Empress Dowager, during 
Prince Ching’s absence, and laid before 
Her Majesty the full situation and way 
in which the Japanese Minister inter- 
The Empress Do- 
wager was much alarmed at the new light in 
which matters were presented to her; and 
immediately issued orders that the Russian 
demands were on no account to be signed. 
She was so much concerned at the state of 
affairs that she countermanded the order 
for the Indian circus and. postponed the 
entertainment for several ‘days. When 
Prince Ching returned to the Palace he was 


promptly acquainted with the failure of his 


scheme, and he at once procured an inter- 
view in order to point out that his word was 
as good as pledged to the Russians. But 
the Dowager would not listen.. Nothing 
daunted, Prince Ching and Eunuch Li are 
still trying to work the matter and do not 
despair. But'in the’meantime the 8th has 
come and gone and Russia is still without 
the legal authority for her position, to flaunt 
in the faces of closed-out rivals, Since then

THE “ AMINAL GUEYDON”

EXPERIENCE OF THE PASSENGERS AND 
CREW, 


Details are now to hand concerning’ the loss 
of the French steamer Amiral Gueydon, a 
short account of which has already appeared in 
these columns. This vessel carrying. seven pas- 
Sengers, among whom were alady and twogirls, | 
passed the Suez Canal, Enstward bound, on July 
22, and. since then—until September: 2yth— 
nothing wns heard of her, although search was 
made by many vessels specially sent out by 
the owners, and the English and French 
authorities. . . 

On the date above mentioned, the Russian 
steamer 7rouvor brought the passengers, the 
capt sin, and the whale‘of the crew, expept ove 
man, into Aden and from them the following 
details of, their thrilling adventures were ob- 
tained.” et oe 

At midnight an July 30, when forty-six miles 
off the island of Socotra, in: the Red Sea, the 
boiler burst, and the ship was set on fire. Only 
one af the crew was killed by the accident, and 
his body was not recavered. At daylight on 
July 3 attempts were made to reach Socotra 
hut heavy seas and wind onde the task im- 
possible, and the conflagration threatened the 
thip with destruction, The, Sutiral Gueydan 
then drifted towards the. Arabian, coast, and 
after three days of fearful anxiety, during 
which she travelled three hundred milss, the 
captain decided to take to the two boats re- 
maining unburned, With great difficulty, and. 
by.meah of ropes and planks, a landing was 
effected in the’ Bay of Koria-Muria, 

Here'rough tents were erected, and with an 
ample supply of provisions brought -in the 
hoats, the survivars existed for forty- six days, 
They ‘suffered intengely from the. broiling heat 
of the desert and the ennstant expo: ure.

The Paris: finagcial: journal L'Information 
publishes-an ‘interview with the ‘most promi: 
nefit member of the American monetary com- 
mission, now in Europe, respecting their 
programme and the. result of their negotiations 
in London, Paris, Berlin, St, Petersburg, and 
Amsterdam, It was incorrect, he said, to 
suppose that their proposals aimed at. the 
creation of an‘international convention, They 
had simply tried to show that the countries with 
a silver currency, as well as these States with 
a gold currency possessing colonies using 
silver, were all suffering from the same evil, 
whichtcalled for.the same remedy. That 
‘remedy. was to secure stability in the 
value of the white metal, Naturally, the 
ce eee point in their negactations 

consider the part which China 
rie ht, called. upon to play in 
fanére, To answer -that question the dele- 
gates were obliged to leave the purely economic 
sphere and cunsider the problem from a political 
standpoint...In the Silver Question the influence 
of ‘China will be. much ‘greater in the future 
than in the past. At present the piastre of 
commerce and for the most part that of Mexico 
was the principal medium of exchange, To-day 
‘the’ Mexican piastre is current at intrinsic 
value, ‘and no longer receives a premium, In 
order to secure 9 satisfactory solution of the 
silver currency problem it will be necessary to 
“introduce great reforms in the Chinese methods 
of exchange. .Mexico, the largest silver-pro- 
ducing country, has an immediate interest in 
the adoption of these reforms. The opening 
of free ports and the substitution of -a single 
silver coinage far all forms of currency now in 
force would furnish Mexico with'an enormous 
market in China, The particular coinage 
adopted is of little consequence, the main 
point being to open for silver that immense 
market of 409,007,039 of men, which is far 
superior in its power of copsumption to all 
those at present existing. Later on, when 
China shall have created an independent silver 
currency, it will be time to talk of'fixing the 
ratio between silver and gold, 


ARMS SMUGGLING.

In adeading article which appeared in.the 
Shun Pao on the 23rd inst. the impartance of 
Viceroy Tsen’s order to search for smuggled 
arms is pointed ont in detail. Notwithstanding 
the efforts of the energetic Viceroy, the Kwang- 


si rebellion is still raging. and the rebels are. 


even better armed than, the Imperiil troops, 
The question: thercfure, arises as to how the 
rebels get their supply of arms In answering 
the question itis emphatically pointed s-ut that 
there are only two sources from which they 
can get all their arms; namely, from the 
disbanded soldiers and crafty: merchants. 
The .disbanded..suldiers of Marshal Su and 
ex-Governor Wang are, in a large measure, 
responsible forthe present situation in Kwangsi.

Hence.’merchants, engaged in this kind of 
business which has hitherto p‘oved so lucrative, 
received a great shack, and were compelled 
to find an outlet for their goods.

-Within the past year we have had ‘silver at the 
lowest point on record, followed by a recovery 
of over five pénce per ounce at London, which 
was largely'due to buying by this country for 
Philippine coinage.

-tions in the silver bullion market be checked, 
The American Commission found that leading 
authorities recognized thie difficulty might be 
obviated to a large extent by distributing pur- 
-chases of silver for coinage with certain regu- 
larity as to quantity and time. In other words, 
the market should not be depressed by long |. 
veriods of inactivity and suddenly inflated. by 
an unexpected demand from one of the great 
nations. Ifthe dealers know that France will 
huy certain amounts on definite dates, the 
United States other quantities also at fixed in- 
tervals, and similarly for other countries, the 
natural effect will be less fluctuation in price:
